A LESSON IN VITAL ENERGY. 


Wherever you direct your atten- 
tion there you send your force r 

In vitalizing the body, then, the 
first great essential is to learn to 
direct and hold the attention within. 
As it is difficult at first to concen- 
trate upon the body unless the 
thoughts is expressed in action, it 
is well to begin im the following 
manner: 

Excercise 1—Lyimg flat upon the 
back, endeavor to express strength 
and power throughout the body by 
making tense each muscle. First, 
make rigid the toes, then the feet, 
ankles, lower Fmbs, upper limbs, 
muscles of the abdomen, waist, chest 
and neck. Now raising the arms. 
slowly over the head, stiffen the 
muscles of the upper arm, fore-arm, 
wrists and fingers. Stretch evenly 
from toe-tips to finger-tips. Then 
slowly relax, beginning with the 
fingers. Repeat not less than five 
times, putting a little more force 
into it each time. 

After relaxing, yield to the in- 
clination to breath deeply a few times 
then become quiet; so quiet that 
not a muscle moves, and note the 
effect upon the body. 

This exercise equalizes the cir- 
culation, helps to gain control over 
the mus les, and trains the mind 
and bagy to obev the will. 

Exercise 2.—With the muscles 
still relaxed keep the attention with- 
in and take the thought restfully 
and quietly thru the entire body, 
beginning at the toes as in Exer 
cise 1, sl wiy move up into the feet, 
ankles, lower and upper limbs, hold- 
ing for a moment in the abdomunal 
organs (keeping always a picture of 
perfect health,) then im the stomach, 
solar plexus, lungs and throat. Now 
take the thought over the head, 
holding a moment at merve center 
at back of head, then move slowly 
down the spine, back of limbs down

having made the journey two or 
three times before, 

You have little idea what it 
means to equip a ship like the Ven- 
tura for such a long journey, This 
splendid steamer is one of three 
sister ships of the Oveanic Steam- 
ship Co, It is a twin serew steamer 
of 6,200 gross tonnage, with 100 
cabins and three bridal chambers. 
It takes 140 tons of coal a day to 
feed it, and 100 men compose offi- 
cors and crew, When it is under 
stood that nearly all the provisions 
needed to feed passengers and crew 
for three weeks are shipped from 
San Francisco, you will understand 
that it takes tons of meat, fish, 
vegetables, fruit, butter and milk. 
Bach of these are stored separately 
in huge reyfrigerators, In addition 
jt earries all the fresh water needed 
for drinking, cooking, and toilet 
purposes, in huge tanks. The ship 
manufactures its own ice and electric 
lights. It carries the American and 
English mail to the Australian 
colonies keeping two mail clerks 
busy on board sorting the same, 
and 1500 bags alone were left at

and all of the officers and crew were 
dressed in white from cap to shoes, 
giving a dainty pleasing appearance, 
The warm weather continued and 
we crossed the Equator on Sunday, 
December 20th at 9 p. m.

great things grow. From the tiny 
raps at Hydesville has developed a 
religion that is destined in timé to 
take its place among the religions of 
the day: It will be the religion of 
the day, and yet you ask what is 
the good of Spiritualism? That 
question would do for 1848, but it 
is entirely out of place now. We 
all know what the good of Spiritual- 
ism is. We know that it brings us 
in rapport with the other world. 
We know that the flowers bloom 
brighter; the stars shine more clear- 
ly; the river flows more grandly, 
and the mountain peaks appear 
loftier, since we realize the truth 
that they are the products of nature 
that the same source that evolved 
them has evolved us; that we are a 
part of nature and that to nature 
alone we need look for the expres- 
sion of Deific power and spirits. 

Spiritualism means to us that we 
are immortal beings just as truly 
today as after the change called 
death—that change makes no differ- 
ence in the fact of our immortality. 
It simply emphacises it and brings 
us into a closer relation to the spir- 
itual forces of nature, It simply 
sets us free from environments which 
were necessary to our growth as 
physical and psychic entities and 
leaves us to grow. Spiritualism 
means to us that we are here in this 
world of energy and being, not be- 
cause we desired it but as the con- 
sequence of a law of nature. No 
other law could have placed us here 
in an carthly form and we are no 
different in outward appearance 
from our fellow beings. It means 
to us also, before we were born, our 
fathers and mothers stamped us 
Witt he es hate: OC ete 
me to us that we owe certain 
duties to our fellow keings and to 
ourselves. We owe it to ourselves 
to cultivate the best physical in or- 
der to furnish a suitable dwelling 
place for the spiritual and to live in 
peace and harmony with ourselves. 

To me Spiritualism in its highest 
sense means perfect selfhood and 
knowledge. It means all science, 
all religion, anything and everything 
that will make man grander, nobler 
and purer in his thoughts, words and 
acts. Anything that will bring man 
to the knowledge of his responsibili- 
ties asa father, woman as a mother, 
and do it ina truly tender and en- 
nobling way, is Spiritualism to me. 
It means that my father, my moth- 
er, brother, sister, all whom I hold 
dear, are not dead but living, and if 
mine can communicate to me aeross 
the sea of death, so called, so can 
yours. It means that peace shall 
come to my soul instead of strife— 
health instead of sickness. 

Spiritualism means, then, all life, 
all hope, the all of being; and yet, 
many will say, What is the good of 
Spiritualism? They who seriously 
ask that question, know not what 
they say. They know nothing of 
themselves; know nothing of that 
grand almighty truth which is des- 
tined, ere long, to shake the very 
foundations of Materialism, Agnos- 
ticism and Creedalism. 

What is the good of Spiritualism? 
Ask any one who lives up to its 
teachings, who follow its precepts, 
who live according to the dictates of 
their better self, who render not evil 
for evil, who abound in charity, jus- 
tice and truth; ask them what is the 
good of Spiritualism. They can an- 
swer you, possibly, not in choice 
language or grammar, but in a cor- 
rect, honest life; doing unto others 
as they would that others do unto 
them. 

Could the Fox Sisters come among 
us bodily as in days of old, and talk 
to us face to face, they could tell us 
what they thought of Spiritualism: 
how from the tiny raps came the 
stupendous results that we see. 
Little did they think what a mighty 
work they were doing for future 
generations. So with us. We do

The doctrine (if it can be called 
such) is all right. Spiritualism is 
good; but the trouble lies with the 
so called Spiritualists. They are 
not good as a general thing. Live 
according to the teachings of the 
angel world and you will not go far 
away from the truth. Then, and 
not until then, will we know the 
value of Spiritualism. The matter 
rests with ourselves.

They desire to help 
us to attain to things spiritual, and 
if we will only give them the encour- 
agement necessary, they from the 
spirit side of life will be only too 
glad to help us. They see the good 
of Spiritualism, Could you see the 
mighty host from the spirit world 
and ask them of the good of Spirit- 
ualism they would answer you that 
it is all good, all truth. They of 
the spirit world are working for a 
cause that is pre-destined to make 
men better—to fit him for brighter 
and grander spheres—and can only 
do it with the help of mortals who 
desire to raise themselvas spiritually. 

What is Spiritualism doing for 
humanity? It is the beacon light 
that is leading men out of the dark- 
ness of superstition and bigetry into 
the clear sea of free thought. It is 
silently using its forces to make men 
and women better—to make them 
obey the Golden Rule.“ By and 
by when we shall have passed be- 
yond the cares of the mortal life, we 
shall have seen what the good of 
Spiritualism has been to us; what it 
has been to the world, although un- 
recognized, and in our hearts we 
shall have been glad that we were 
led to investigate the claims of Mod 
ern Spiritualism.
